ROASTS REDUCED 
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Ceilings Cut Up to 12 
Cents a Pound in Order

WASHINGTON, May 11 (AP) 
—The Government today cut the 
retail ceiling prices of some chuck 
steaks and pot roasts by about 12 
cents a pound and of unboned 
rump roast by 5 to 6 cents a 
pound. 

The Office of Price Stabiliza- 
tion took the action in a series of 


amendments to the beef price or- 
ders. An addition to the retail 
orders puts a ceiling price of 50 
to 57 cents a pound on beef 
tongues, depending on the type 
and location of a store. 

The changes will be effective 
next Monday along with all of the 
other ceiling prices on retail cuts.

A St. Louis business. man who 


reported only one-fifth of his 
large income in his federal tax 
returns, escuped prosecution for 
tax evasion because the intelli- 


gence unit of the Bureau of In- 

ternal Revenue gave the grand 

— faulty information, it 
arned today. 

The case was one of two em- 
phasized in testimony before the 
grand jury by Robert L. Sharp, 
retired internal revenue agent. Fie 
told the Post-Dispatch today: 1 
gave the grand jury enough to 
show that a crime had been com- 
mitted.” 

However, the jury was told by 
the intelligence unit that it had 
until May 15 to return an indict- 
ment. But yesterday the jury dis- 
covered that the six-year statute 
of limitations for prosecuting the 
tax dodger had expired April 30. 

Letter Led to Inquiry. 

A letter from Sharp to United 
States District Judge George H. 
Moore protesting against the 
failure to prosecute in this tax 
evasion case and in other cases 
set off the grand jurv investiga- 
tion. Sharp charged that certain 
-lawyers with influence in the 
Democratic party succeeded al- 
most invariably in stopping in-

come tax prosecution of their 


clients. 

Commenting on the failure to 
indict the business man, Judge 
Moore told the Post-Dispatch to- 
day: “An Internal Revenue Bu- 
reau man made an honest mistake 
about the date. There was no 
intent to deceive,” 

The failure to indict, he added, 
“does not prevent the Govern- 
ment from collecting money from 
this man.” Presumably a tax lien 
will be filed. 

Rudolph Hartmann, head of the 
intelligence unit here, told the 
Post-Dispatch he was entirely un-

TESTIMONY IN SUIT OF UNION 


TO RECOVER CHECK-OFF DUES 


Testimony continued today in 
the suit by Local 1104, United 
Electrical, Radio & Machine 
Workers of America, which seeks 
to recover $22,517 in union dues 
from Wagner Electric Corp. The 
union was ousted from the CIO in 
1949 on charges of Communist 
domination. 

Robert Logsdon, an aid to 
William Sentner, an avowed Com- 
munist and union leader, testified 
yesterday that CIO officials used 
the Communism charge “to cover 
up their raids” on the union. 
Local 1104 alleges that Wagner 
Electric collected the 322,517 
from Oct. 31, 1949, to Jan. 31, 
1950, through a check-off system 
for union dues. After the ouster 
action, most of the union mem- 
bers at Wagner joined the CIO 
International Union of Electrical 
Workers. The suit is being heard 
by United States District Judge 
Rubey M. Hulen.

$250,000 Sought. for 
Special Purposes. 


The municipal office of civil de- 
fense was allocated $82,300. for 
the 1951-52 fiscal year yesterday 
by the Board of Estimate and 


Apportionment, which announced 
that supplemental appropriations 
ir|will provide additional funds 
later if necessary. 

Civil Defense Director Ray- 
mond E. Tucker had requested 
$250,000 for special purposes, over 
and above the $32,300 needed for 
staff salaries and office expenses. 
The board allocated the $32,300 
and $50,000 for special activities. 

This, it was explained, will be 
enough to pay for printing in an 
educational campaign and to pro- 
vide $15,000 for developing a 
plan for protecting manufacturing 
plants to be worked out with 
Chamber of Commerce co-opera- 
tion. 

After another review of munici- 
pal finances, the board formally 
approved a city budget of $41,462,- 
099, which is $2,000,000 less than 
the amount it had heretofore con- 
sidered “the absolute minimum” 
for city requirements. Budget 
Director E. G. Schubkegel esti- 
mated that revenue will total 
$41,643,774. 

Last year’s budget totaled $39,- 
500,000. Salary increases, the 
civil defense program and ex- 
pansion of rubbish collection have 
made more money necessary. 

The tax rate on real estate and 
tangible personal property will be 
$1.77 on the $100 valuation, the 
same as last year. The local 
school tax will be $1.02, compared 
to 91 cents last year, the Board 
of Education notified the city. A 
12-cent increase recently was ap- 
proved by the voters, but the levy 
for school bond retirement has 
been reduced from 2 cents to 1, 
making the total increase 11 cents.

His enemies accused him of 
extorting contributions from gov- 
ernment employes, high- handed 
business deals which brought him 
personal profit, contemptuous dis- 
missal of followers who objected 
to his slightest wish and charged 
him with dictatorial ambitions.’ 
Arias, 50 years old, has been 
a storm center of this country’s 
politics for 20 years. He was first 
elected President in 1940 on a 
platform of social progress. His 
one-year administration was noted 
mainly for constant discord with 
United States authorities, and 
he fled Panama after being 
ousted in a coup led by Adolfo de 
la Guardia. He returned in 
1945 and promptly was arrested 


ing. 
Arias fled again after the 1948 
election, asserting My little 
country is going to hell.” Re- 
turns had showed him winner by 
a slim margin over five other 
candidates, but enough ballots 
were declared invalid by the na- 
tional election board to make 
Domingo Diaz Arosemena the 
victor. 


Another Chance in 1949. 
In 1949, he got another chance 
after Panama had had three presi- 
dents within five days. The last 
of them tried to remove Remon. 
The police chief suddenly pro- 
duced Arias and in a bloodless 
coup introduced him as the legal 
president. 

The new president has been a 
close friend gf Arias. He ran as 
candidate for first vice president 
on the Arias ticket in the 1948 
elections and went into exile with 
the former President in Costa 
Rica. 

Arosemena, 66, is probably one 
of the most popular persons in 
Panama. 

The new President says he is a 
liberal and a “fervent supporter 
of continental solidarity.”

NEW YORK, May 11 dNS 
Bernard Baruch said last night 
that the. Western world’s key to 
peace and security is “self-dis- 
cipline,” which he defined: as 
ability to put aside “petty -com- 
forts and petty profits” in favor 
of the national interest. 

The elder statesman and ad- 
viser to Presidents spoke in New 
York before the Boys’ Clubs of 
America. 

“Our choice,” he said, “is self- 


discipline or slavery. 

‘The Soviet regime stands for 
no new, progressive philosophy. 
It seeks to re-establish one of 
the oldest dogmas in history— 
that people are unfit to govern 
themselves but must obey the 
dictates of a chosen few who 
claim that they and they alone 
know all the answers.” 

Baruch said the United States 
stands for “faith in mankind, in 
man’s ability to govern himself 
through representatives of his 
own choosing,” and he added: 

“The test we face, along with 
those other nations who believe 
in man, is one of government. 
Either we succeed in gove 
ourselves or, if we fail, we in- 
vite others to shackle us in ruth- 
less subjection.” 

If the United States is over- 
whelmed, he said, it will not be 
because others had a superior 
strength, but because we failed 
“to discipline ourselves—because 
we failed to discipline the vari- 
ous pressure groups in the na- 
tional interest.” ; 

‘Choice Simple and Brutal.’ 

Baruch continued: 

“Tf this nation is wrecked, and 
with it will go all civilization as 
we know it, it will be because 
we. did not give up enough, 
quickly enough. What greater in- 
centive, profit or comfort can we 
desire than to preserve our liber- 
ty? What baubles that we clutch 


to our bosoms are worth a tithe 
of that? 
“Let no one be lulled by 
thoughts of the enormous econom- 
ic potential in this country; by 
our capacity to produce; by what 
we are getting ready to do. True, 
we have the resources. But those 
résources will remain locked in 
impotence unless we demonstrate 
the self-discipline needed to un- 
lock those resources so they can 
be converted into the defenses 
necessary to avert a third world 
war, or to win it, if it is thrust 


upon us. 
“Self-distipline is the key to 
“It ig the key to our security. 
It is the key to Western Europe's 
security. The nations of Western 
Europe have vaster resources 
than the Soviet Union. Theirs is 
the capacity to raise adequate de- 
fenses. What is lacking is the 
will to match what the Soviets 


have forced on their people. 
“The choice is 2s simple and 
brutal as that. Can the free peo- 
ples discipline themselves to 
match the sacrifices which the 


Soviets. are exacting through 


slavery

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International Rules of Warfare 
Define Two Forms of Armistices 


Testimony to Senators Leaves Unclear 
Which Type MacArthur Was Pro- 
posing to Communists. 


By ELTON C. FAY 

WASHINGTON, May 11 (AP) 
—What is an armistice and who 
should propose it? 

Thousands of words on this 
question have been involved in 
the Senate hearings on the oust- 
er of Gen. Douglas MacArthur. 
But so far, no one has noted that 
there exists a long-established set 
of international rules on the 
forms and manner of arriving at 
truces. They appear in the 
“Rules of Land Warfare,“ which 
most nations have used for dec- 
ades as a handbook on battlefield 
behavior. 

The Administration has said 
one of the factors considered 
when President Truman fired the 
Far East Supreme Commander 
was MacArthur’s proposal to the 
military commander of the Com- 
munist forces for an armistice. 

Secretary of Defense George 
C. Marshal has testified that what 
disturbed President Truman and 
the State Department was that 
MacArthur’s proposal was made 
just as the Government here said 
it was ready to come forth with 
its own proposal. 

In his testimony on Wednes- 
day, Marshall quoted MacArthur 
as saying last March 24 that “I 
stand ready at any time to confer 
in the field with the commander 
in chief of the enemy forces in 
an earnest effort to find any mili- 
tary means whereby the realiza- 
tion of the political objectives of 
the United Nations in Korea, to 
which no nation may justly take 
exception, may be accomplished 
without further bloodshed.” 


To Administration contentions. 


that MacArthur’s announcement 
upset the diplomatic applecart, 
the general himself testified he 
was exercising the right of all 
field commanders. He said he was 
only trying to arrange a cease- 
fire and was not interested in a 
peace agreement. 
Two Forms Defined. 


What isn’t quite clear is which 
of two forms of ce Mac- 
Arthur was proposing. 

The “Rules of Land Warfare,” 
which are based on the various 
treaties and conventions. sigred 
early in the century at The Hague 
and at the Geneva conferences, 
says this about the forms of 
truce: N 


“General armistice — General 
armistices are of a combined po- 
litical and military character. 
They usually precede the ego- 
tiations for peace, but ma: be 
concluded for other purposes. 
Due to its political importance, a 
general armistice is concluded 
by the governments concerned 
or by their commanders in hief, 
and is subject to ratification by 
their governments in every case. 
General armistices are frequently 
arranged by diplomatic represen- 
tatives. 

“Local armistice—A local armi- 
stice suspends operations between 
certain portions of the belligerent 
forces, or within a designated 
district of the theater of opera- 
tions. A local armistice may be 
concluded by the military forces 
only, or by naval forces only, or 
between a less number than all 
the belligerents at war.”

The ex- 
planation was that China is already a member 
of the U.N., and the only question therefore is 
who represents China. This, said our delega- 
tion, was a procedural question Which we con- 
sidered not subject to veto. 

Now Secretary Marshall, under questioning, 
says his “very decided impression at the present 
time” is that if the question of Chinese recogni- 
tion comes up in the course of negotiations for 
a final peace settlement, the United States 
should definitely exercise the veto. If he speaks 
for the Administration, he indicates that circum- 
stances have changed the American interpreta- 
tion of the U.N. charter. He may mean to say 
that different future circumstances—for exam- 
ple, an end to the Chinese aggression and res- 
toration of peace—might change the American 
position again. But as of now he appears to 
have executed a retreat before the MacArthur 
offensive.

Morrison told the House of 
Commons that the Government 
still subscribes to the Cairo dec- 
laration of 1943, in which, he 
said, “the United States, China 
and ourselves agreed that For- 
mosa should, after the war, be 
returned to China.” 

(The Associated Press quoted 
Morrison as saying also that “it 
is clearly desirable that the 
wishes of the inhabitants of For- 
mosa should be taken into ac- 
count.“ 

Peace Comes First. 


Morrison made it clear, how- 
ever, that the first step to any 
‘settlement of the Formosa dispute 
was to obtain a Korean peace set- 
tlement. Then the United Na- 
tions might “usefully” consider 
the Formosa issue at “the appro- 
priate time,” he said. 

Morrison pointed out that the 
Cairo declaration also called for 
freedom and independence for 
Korea. He warned in effect that 
Red China hardly could expect to 
get Formosa while it was blocking 
unification of Korea. 

The Cairo declaration was is- 
sued by President Roosevelt, 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek 
and then British Prime Minister 
Winston Churchill. 

Although all three agreed that 
Formosa should be restored to 
China, the Soviet Union and Brit- 
ain now recognize the Communist 
Government in om op as the le- 
gal government of China, while 
the United States still holds Gen- 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-shek’s Na- 
tionalist government on Formosa 
is the legal government. 

Before World War II Formosa 
was a Japanese possession. 

Attlee Stand Recalled. 

Morrison recalled that Prime 
Minister Clement R. Attlee told 
Commons last Dec. 14 that it 
would be difficult to reach a solu- 
tion of the Formosan problem 
“until China shows by her action 
that she is not obstructing the 
fulfillment of the Cairo declara- 
tion in respect to Korea.” 

Morrison said many nations 
now were concerned in Formosa's 
future, and added: 

“It is not, however, the most 
urgent of the problems facing us 
in the Far East. The most im- 
portant is Korea and in our view 
it would be premature to discuss 
the future of Formosa while op- 
erations continue in Korea. 
Would Not Delay Jap Treaty. 

Morrison said the Japanese 
peace treaty should not be de- 
layed until a final solution to 
the Formosan problem is found. 

“Our aim is to secure an early 
peace treaty without allowing the 
issue of ‘Formosa to delay these 
negotiations,” he said. a 

Asked how Britain stood in its 
dispute with the United States 
over Formosa, Morrison replied: 

„1 think the House is fully fa- 
miliar with the views of the 
United States Government and 
those of His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment which have previously been 
expressed. I do not think there 
is need for anybody to apprehend 
acute friction at this stage.”

UMW Board Divorces Itself 
From Mobilization Program 
as ‘Socialistic.’ 


WASHINGTON, May 11 (UP)— 
John L. Lewis has served notice 
that his United Mine Workers will 
oppose any mobilization program 
they think will lead to further 
Government economic controls. 


The union's executive board 
divorced itself from the Govern- 
ment mobilization program in a 
resolution against Government 
controls, which it charged are 
leading to a “socialistic and pa- 
ternalistic” way of life. 


The UMW issued its resolution 
yesterday two days after it with- 
drew its last representative in a 
defense agency. UMW Secretary- 
Treasurer John Owens refused to 
take his seat on the new Office 
of Defense Mobilization manpower 
committee because, he said, the 
miners were “ignored” in other 
agencies, 


Lewis previously had left the 
mobilization program when an 
advisory committee to Defense 
Mobilizer Charles E- Wilson, of 
which he was a member, was 
dropped in favor of the Presi- 
dent’s mobilization advisory com- 
mittee, which was set up after the 
AFL, CIO and some rail brother- 
hoods demanded a greater voice 
in the mobilization program. 
Lewis was expected to make 
further gibes at what the UMW 
resolution called the “ill-con- 
sidered, restrictive and preju- 
dicial” Defense Producticn Act, 
the “confused and confounded” 
Administration and “unworkable 
and unnecessary” price and wage 
stabilization. 

The resolution called for full 
and free exercise” of labor and 
industry's unlimited potential, 
productive and creative powers.” 
Early in the mobilization pro- 
gram, Lewis blasted the AFL- 
CIO united labor policy commit- 
tee, claiming to represent 15,000,- 
000 union. members, for agreeing 
to go along with wage and other 
controls. He said such controls 
were not necessary under the 
present mobilization, although he 
said his union would conform in 
any great emergency.

LOANS ORDERED TO REGISTER 


WASHINGTON, May 11 (ap 
The Federal Reserve Board yes- 
terday ordered all persons en- 
gaged in the business” of making 
real estate loans to register by 
June 30 with the nearest Federal 
Reserve Bank or branch. 


The order is intended to help 
the board in enforcing controls 
imposed on real estate credit last 
October. Those controls require 
stiff cash down payments on new 
houses, ranging up to 50 per cent 
on houses costing $24,250 or 
more. 

The board said a person will] 
be considered to be “engaged in 
the business” if he has, as agent 
or for himself, extended real 
estate credit more than three 
times during 1951 or 1950 or has 
extended more than- $50,000 in 
such credit in either year. The 
registration order applied to 
“every person engaged in the 
business on May 31, 1951, of exe 
tending real estate credit with 
respect to residences, residential 
property, multi-unit residential 
property or non-residential prop- 
erty.”

Thor Heyerdahl smiles a big,

The scientist-author may have 
been extremely busy during his 
voy.ge in 1947 from Peru to the 
South Seas but he has been even 
busier since that time.
